Yy-HEREAS  the  Regulations  governing  the  granting 
IT  of  yearly  licenses  to  cut  timber  on  Dominion 
lands  established  hy  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  J 1th 
November,  1SS1  as  well  as  by  the  Order  in  Council  of 
the  l/t.h  day  of  September,  1889,  chapter  98  of  the 
Consolidated  Orders  m Council  of  Canada,  provide  that 
the  licensee  shall  have,  in  operation  within  one  year 
from  a date  to  be  fixed  in  the  license,  and  keep  in 
operation  for  at  least  six  months  of  each  year  of  his 
bolding,  a saw-mill  in  connection  with  his  berth 
capable  of  cutting  daily  at  least  one  thousand  feet 
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'board  measure  of  lumber  for  every  two  and  u bull 
square  miles  of  the  area  licensed  ; 

And  whereas  this  provision  was  enacted  m order  to 
encourage  by  every  means  the  establishment  of  mills 
for  the  eovenienee  of  settlers  who  were  removed 
from  railways  and  other  means  of  supplying  them- 
selves with  lumber,  and  at  a time  when  timber  berths 
were  granted  without  competition,  and  the  result  has 
been  the  establishment  of  a very  considerable  number 
of  mills,  and  every  facility  is  now  afforded  lor  the 
purchase  of  manufactured  lumber  in  almost  eveiy 
settlement  in  Manitoba,  the  North-We»t  territories, 
and  within  the  railway  belt  in  British  Columbia, 

Therefore  His  Excellency,  being  of  the  opinion  that 
the  time  has  now  arrived  when  a licensee  should  not 
be  called  upon  to  construct  a mill  unless  the  establish- 
ment thereof  would  supply  a local  need,  is  pleased  to 
order,  under  the  provisions  of  chapters  54  and  ■'hot 
the  Revised  Statutes,  intituled  respectively  “ the 
Dominion  Lands  Act,”  and  “An  Act  respecting  cei- 
tain  Public  Lands  in  British  Columbia,  ' and  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Queen’s  Privy  Council  for 
Canada,  that  the  Regulation  which  requires  a licensee 
to  have  a saw-mill  in  operation  upon  his  berth  within 
a certain  time,  being  sub-section  (d)  of  section  of 
the  Regulations  approved  by  the  Order  in  Council  ot 
the  11th  November,  1881,  as  well  as  sub-section  (/.)  ot 
section  2 of  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  Sep- 
tember, 1889,  chapter  98  of  the  Consolidated  Orders  in 
Council  of  Canada,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  so  that  in  respect  of  all  licenses  hereafter 
granted,  the  licensee  shall  be  required  to  construct  a 
mill  and  commence  the  manufacture  ot  lumber  from 
the  timber  on  the  tract  covered  by  his  license,  within 
one  year  from  the  date  when  he  is  notified  by  the 
proper  officer  of  the  Department  of  the  Interior  that 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  regards  such  a step  neces- 
sary or  expedient  in  the  public  interest.

.1  By-Daw  to  JS  liable  the  Corporation  of  the  District 
of  North  Vancouver  to  raise  by  way  of  Boa n the 
sain  of  J forty  Thousand  Dollars  ($40,000.00). 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  desirous. to  raise  the 
the  sum  of  Forty  Thousand  Dollars  (.$40,000.00) 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  and  constructing  roads  from 
some  point  of  the  North  Arm  of  Burrard  Inlet, 
opposite  White  Rocks,  to  Fisherman’s  Bay,  on  Howe 
Sound,  and  up  the  Capilano  and  Seymour  Creek 
valley,  and  in  order  thereto  it  will  be  necessary  to 
issue  debentures  of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of 
North  Vancouver  for  the  sum  of  forty  thousand 


dollars,  payable  as  hereinafter  provided  : 

And  whereas  it  will  be  requisite  to  raise  anniud  y 
by  special  rate,  the  sun.  of  four  thousand  ($4  000. 00 
dollars,  for  the  term  of  lifty  years,  for  paying  the.  said 
debt  and  interest  as  hereinafter  mentioned  : 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  rateable 
property  of  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  North 
Vancouver,  according  to  the  last  revised  assessment 
roll,  amounts  to  one  million  sixty-three  thousand  live 
hundred  and  eighty  five  dollars  and  fifty  cents  : 

And  whereas,  to  provide  for  the  payment  ot  the 
interest,  and  to  create  a yearly  sinking  fund  for  pay- 
ing the  said  principal  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars 
($40,000.00),  and  interest  thereon  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, it  will  require  an  equal  annual  special  rate  of 
four  mills  in  the  dollar,  in  addition  to  all  other  rates, 
to  be  levied  in  each  year  for  paying  the  debt  and 

interest : . 

And  whereas  there  is  no  existing  debenture  debt  ot 
this  municipality  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  ol 
the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  North  Vancouver 
that — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Reeve  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration and  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  said  Corporation,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to 
borrow  or  raise,  by  way  of  loan,  from  any  person  or 
persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may  be  willing 
to  advance  the  same  upon  the  credit  of  the  debentures 
hereinafter  mentioned,  a sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
in  the  whole  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars 
($40,000.00),  and  cause  the  same  to  be  placed  in  the 
Bank  of  British  Columbia  in  the  City  of  Vancouver, 
to  the  credit  of  the  said  Corporation,  for  the  purpose 
and  with  the  objects  above  recited,  and  to  issue  any 
number  of  debentures  of  the  said  Corporation  to  the 
sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000.00)  in  sums  as 
may  be  required  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
(.$100)  each,  or  an  equivalent  expressed  in  pounds 
sterling  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  at  a value  of  $4.86  to  the  pound  sterling,  the 
said  debentures  to  be  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal, 
and  to  be  signed  by  the  Reeve  and  Clerk. 

2.  The  said  debentures  as  to  principal  and  interest 
shall  be  payable  at  the  Bank  of  British  Columbia  in 
the  City  of  Vancouver  aforesaid,  and  as  to  principal 
the  debentures  shall  be  made  payable  at  the  end  of 
fifty  years  at  furthest  from  the  day  hereinafter  men- 
tioned for  this  By-law  to  take  effect,  and  shall  have 
attached  to  them  coupons  for  the  payment  of  interest. 

3.  The  said  debentures  shall  bear  interest  at  a rate 
not  exceeding  eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  half- 
yearly  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of 
(.July  respectively  in  each  and  every  year  during  the 
! currency  of  said  debentures  or  any  of  them. 

4.  There  shall  be  raised  and  levied  annually  by  a 
special  rate  on  all  the  ratable  property  in  the  said 
Corporation  the  sum  of  four  thousand  ($4,000)  dollars 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for  the  pay-
